Like an ember glowing under a pile of leaves, the 
Missouri Compromise of 1820 lay smoldering 
beneath the surface of American politics for 
nearly forty years. Originally negotiated to break 
a Congressional deadlock over Missouri's admis- 
sion to the Union, the agreement brought Maine 
into the Union as a‘ free state, while Missouri 


entered'as a slave state.

The compromise also provided that addi- 
tional states entering the Union, if located north 
of the Missouri border (36 degrees, 30 minutes 
north), would be free states.

In 1850, the passage of a Fugitive Slave Law 
made it legal for escaped slaves to be arrested in free 
states and sent back to their owners. Abolitionists 
were outraged, and the Underground Railroad flour- 
ished. Seven years later, the Supreme Court decided 
the Dred Scott case, in which Scott, a slave, had sued 
for his freedom. By a 7-2 margin, the Justices ruled 
that black people were not American citizens and 
therefore could not bring a case to court. They also 
found the Missouri Compromise unconstitutional, 
Stating that the federal government had'no authori- 
ty to restrict slavery in any state. 

The ember that had smoldered for thirty- 
seven years now burst into flames. Slavery was legal: 
Southerners rejoiced, while abolitionists were out- 
raged. The country had been divided into two 
opposing, but unarmed, camps.

Conservationist Gary Kobylski 
has received word that nation- 
wide $40 million has been set 
aside for one-time payment 
adjustments that will allow cli- 
gible Environmental Quality 
Incentives Program (EQIP) par- 
ticipants to complete conserva- 
tion practices that have been 
delayed because of recent 
increases in energy prices. 

“This one-time adjustment is 
intended to assist Alabama pro- 
ducers who have’ put on: hold 
installation of » conservation 
practices because of increased 
energy prices,” Kobylski said. 
“The intent is to assist with 
implementing the practices that 
protect our natural resources, 
and in-some. cases, lessen. the 
impact of high energy prices by 
reducing producers’ need for 
energy. and — energy-related 
inputs.” 

The one-time adjustment will 
apply to participants who signed 
EQIP contracts in 2004 or earli- 
er.

Govermor Bob Riley was at 
New. Brockton High School 
Tuesday afternoon. It: was 
another stop on’ his tour of 
selected schools around 
Alabama as he promotes his 
education .budget plan which 
includes $500 million ‘to 
school. systems for repairs, 
renovation and construction of 
school buildings. 

While in New Brockton the 
governor toured the vo-ag 
building, one of the oldest con- 
tinuous used school buildings 
in the state. He also toured the 
school cafeteria, which is so 
small students must ‘eat in 
shifts in an extended time peri- 
od. 

Under Riley's plan there: will 
be $3 million of construction 
funds in the three Coffee 
County. School. systems, 
$800,000 for, the Coffee 
County system alone. 

The governor noted that the 
rural. school ‘systems of 
Alabama could leverage. this 
money and get far.more “bang 
for the buck” than a big city 
school system would get by 
contracting out major projects. 
He cited the remodeling work 
in the school library as an 
example of rural systems 
leveraging funds and getting 
vital work at reasonable prices. 

He added that whatever hap- 
pened with the’ education 
budget this year, higher educa- 
tion would get their part, AEA 
would get it’s part while K-12 
would get litthe or nothing 
unless someone stands up for 
them. 

According to the governor, 
the “rainy day fund” within the 
education budget already has a 
quarter of a billion dollars and 
never in the. history of 
Alabama has there been a need 
for more reserve funding that 


that amount. nor 
The. governor said that for 
Alabama to grow, the state 
needs a world class education. 
program.
